EMPIRE INDIVISABLE 
ON DEFENCE QUESTION 


Britain's and Canada’s War Ministers 
Talk Imperialism in Guild Hall— 
Canada Ready to Aid to Last Do:- 
lar in Defence ct Empire. 


London, July 28.—In proposing the 
toast of the Imperial Defence Confer- 
ence, at the British Empire club ban- 
quet at Guild Hall, Secretary of State 
for War, Right Hon. Haldane, decla-r 
ed: “There is only one maxim, which 
we can Jay down, and that is that the 
British empire is one and indivisa le 
on this question of defence (Cheers.) 
“T believe it is to be on that maxim 
that the conference is really concen- 
trated, We recognize that the com- 
mand of the sea must come in first 
place and that the army whieh is tu 
protect the empire must be no army 
chaintd to these shores; but an af 
of long range, suited to deal 
problems at long range.” 

Sir Frederick Borden, replying, said 
that while Canada stood upon her 
rights it was untrue for any man to 
aay as has been said, that Canada’s 
patriotism and loyalty depended in 
the slightest degree upon what the 
fiscal policy of Britain might be. 
(Hear hear.) He thought true Im- 
perialism was that which led_ differ- 
ent nations along the lines of devel- 
opment of their Imperial responsi- 
bilities. The people of Canada were 
prepared to pay their share of the 
cost in thoroughly. preparing thern- 
selves for local defence and they were 
preparing to take their part in the 
defence of the empire. With the guid- 
ance of Haldane, a plan has _ been 
adopted in Canada by which he be- 
lieved the local means of defence 
would be so carried out, that should 
any one of the dommions wish at any 
time to send a division or force to as- 
sist the mother country, it would be 
easy to carry out that end. Why 
could not the same thing be done in 
regard to the navy. Canada would 
se prepared to its last dollar to as- 
sist in the maintenance of the 1n- 
tegrity of the empire, (Cheers,)

Melilla. It will ‘be obliged to send 
large reinforcements to that point. 
Breaches of discipline are common 
both at Melilla and in the Madrid bar- 
racks. Several soldiers have ‘been 
shot daily for insubordination, A 
whole battalion recently refused to 
fight at Melilla and fled, leaving their 
colonel to-be killed. Several compan- 
ies ordered to the firing line retorted 
by compelling their officers to go in 
front.

eflurts of Stanfurd White’s slayer to 
abtain hie release from the Mattewar 
asylum for the criminal insane are 
culminating in the testimony of the 
experts, called to prove him sane, 
and when they are through, the pris- 
oner himself will take the stand. His 
attorney, Chas, Morechauser said to- 
day ‘that he might put Thaw on to- 
morrow witernoon, but he may not 
reach the stand until Wednesday. The 
proceedings were a continuation from 
July 15, when adjournment was taken 
to enable both sides to examine the 
voluminous records of the two homi- 
cide trials. In two respects ‘the hear- 
ing today was a reminder of these 
4rials. District Attorney Wm. Trav- 
ers Jerome, of New York, who at the 
request of the attorney general’s of- 
fice ‘broke off his vacation to aid 
the state, appeared in court and took 
entire charge of the state’s case. Mr. 
Jerome, deeply browned by the sun, 
and Thaw, wrey-white with his prison 
pallor, sat side by side, so close that 
their chairs touched, and if the pris- 
oner had sny fear of the man that 
sent him te ‘the asylum, his face did 
not show it. All but one of the wit- 
Nesses were Thaw’s today, and his 
equanimity was undisturbed. At 
times he and the district attorney 
ghatted and smiled like old friends 
re united. 

The other familiar feature of the 
hearing was Dr. Britten Evans, of the 
New Jersey State asylum at Morris 
Plains, famous for his introduction 
at the murder ¢rials of the term 
“brain storm,” Dr. Evans was on 
the stand when court adjourned, and 
will probably continue his testimony 
fied that Thaw has not now, and 
never has had, the particular kind 
tomorrow morning, Dr. Evans testi- 
of insanity known as “paranoia,” 
which the state and county authori- 
ties contend: still afflicts him.

From a care- 
ful analysis of the statements, made 
by senate and hous leaders, taken 
by senate and house leaders, taken 
President Taft, ine indications are 
tonight that the conference rates, up- 
on important questions still in dis. 
pute will be adopted as follows :-—

Practically one full week has been 
occupied by the conferees in an effort 
to settle these questions. Assistance 
has been given by President Tait, 
who has done his utmost to compose 
difference between. the senate and 
house conferees, 

Most of the time has beeh devoted 
to the discussion of hides. This sub- 
ject was completed by reason of state. 
ments coming from both boot and 
shoe interests that they were ready to 
agree to substantial reductions in 
the duties on leather goods if hides 
were put on the free list. These in- 
terests apparently felt sure that there 
could be no reductions on the boots 
and shoes below 15 per cent. ad va- 
lorem\the house rate, which is lower 
than the senate rate or existing law.

Heartbreaking scenes are witnessed 
i the physicians’ offiees, where rela- 
thyes of the stricken fight to gain at 
tention, Many stores have been clos- 
ed and all well to°da- people are flee 
ing from Polotska. 


A GREAT RUSH OF SALMON 


Three Miles of Sockeyes Pass Into tne 
B. C. Rivers. 


Victoria, July 28.—Three miles of 
sockeyes passed into the Straits this 
morning and the island traps ate be 
ing well filled. Phe belated run, for 
which fishermen have been anxiously 
waiting for 16 days, is on in earnest. 
Half an hour after one of the outer 
traps the Todd trap at Coal Creek, 
was lilted this morning, the crew .e- 
ported that 10,000 sockeyes had en- 
iered the trap, and tomerrow’s lifts 
are exp:cted to run high in the thous- 
ands, When the tugs arrived th’s 
afternoon, the fishermen reported that 
the Straits were thick with fish and 
the traps were heavily loaded. 

A shark 44 feet long was killed in 
the Muir Creek trap today, being kill 
ed by the fishermen.

NOT A DEFEAT FOR CARPENTERS 


Editor Bulletin :— 

Sir,—Seldom has it happened ‘u 
the history of strikes that either 
party got all they were contending 
for, ninety per cent of them being 
settled by compromise. The strike 
just concluded in this city is not 
an exception to the rule, although it 
would appear from the newspapers 
reports that the carpenters had suf 
fered » total defeat. The carpenters 
feel keenly this misrepresentation, 
for, although they did not obtain all 
they asked, they have gained some 
very important concessions, and have 
advanced materially the cause of 
trade unionism. 

The all important issues from the 
carpenters point of view were e 
closed shop and the wage scale. Now 
sir, have they on either of these 
points experienced a total defeat? | 
fail to see it. As regards the closed 
shop, the agreement that has been 
signed states that from May Ist, 1910 
till May Ist, 1912, there will be a 
closed shop, There is every reason 
to believe that the contractors view 
this clause with as much satisfaction 
as the carpenters as they cannot —s 
a body lose anything by it. The few 
working months between now and the 
time the new agreement comes into 
force will be open shop, and if we 
look a little below the surface we find 
that this period of grace is necessary 
to the vest interests of both parties. 
There are a number of non-union men 
to be considered and as they have 
either to join the union or quit in the 
near future, the union men by work- 
ing alongside of them can better as 
certain if they are elegible or not, 

The wage scale although not as 
high as the carpenters would have 
liked, if a decided advance on that 
in the old agreement. From a rate 
of $3.30 per day it has advanced to 
$3.50 for the first and $3.60 for cae 
second year of the new agreement, 

This letter is simpiy a statement of 
fact, written with a view to dissipa'- 
ing the prevailing impression that 
the carpenters have suffered a total 
defeat, a compromise has been at- 
fected between the Builders’ Ex- 
change and the carpenters, which 1 
is to be hoped will work out to their

ADVICE TO ENGLISHMEN. 
Editcr Bulletin: 

Sir—In an article in “The Bulletin’ 
under date of July 23rd, 1909, purport- 
ing to be an interview with the Hon. 
Frank Oliver, Minister of the Inter- 
ior, under the caption “Word of Ad- 
vice to Englishmen,” the Minister 
is reported to have said as foliows: 

“And I should like to state at once 
what manner of settlers we require 
for the great wheat growing provinces 
I have named, We want men used 
to working with their hands upon the 
land, but who use their heads as 
well as work with their hands. The 
big farmers of England do not work; 
they ouly direct. There is not tne 
same field for this type of agricul- 
turist in Canada as there is for the 
man who takes off his coat and sets 
to. There is such a great difference 
in the conditions between England 
and Canada. In England the man 
who has capital can in alinost every 
instance, hire men to work, and to 
manage for him. In Canada you can- 
not hire men to manage your busi- 
ness for you for this reason—that in a 
country of opportunities such as Can- 
ada is, the man who has the brains, 
ability, energy, and knewledge nec- 
essary to manage a business euccess- 
fully does not stop long as a mana- 
ger. He starts a business for him 
self, In farm work (the work for 


you 
must control the farm yourself.”’ 
As an individual having the best 


apology is necessary if I should af- 

fer with the Minister in his conelis- 
ions. From my observations, there 
nothing that this new country so 
much requires as the man of capital 
with the brains and ability to direct; 
and it is immaterial whether the 
man with capital and experience to 
direct is an English agriculturali#t or 
not. There is a condition of affairs 
existing in this country at present 
that makes it an opportune time for 
the English farmer with capital and 
ability to direct, tg commence oper- 
ations of laad ok a large scale 
throughout the country. Land is an- 
nually advancing in value, Tracts 
of land can be purchased for from 
$10.00 ‘to $15.00 an acre, The pro 
ducts from this land will more than 
compensate for the cultivation. The 
unearned increment, which advances 
with settlement and cultivation, ‘s 
not confined to the homesteader and 
the small farmer, but includes the 
whole country, and the English capi- 
talist who invests now in Canadian 
lands and improves and cultivates 
them will assuredly share in the in- 
creasedvalue. 

I cannot concur in the statement 
of the Minister that “In Canada you 
cannot hire men to manhge ‘your 
business.” It is true, as the Minister 
says, that this is a country of oppor- 
tunities, and the laborer of today 
may be a manager tomorrow, and tne 
manager mey be in business for him- 
self. Still the facts are, that under- 
the direction of some other individual 
men carry on the business as mana- 
gers for years. Many of those meu 
take more comfort and pride in man- 
aging than they could in business for 
themselves. There are men with 
brains, ability, energy and knowledge 
who prefer being managers. There 
is no rason why an exception should 
obtain in securing # manager for 1 
farm; in all other callings in this 
country with its great opportunities, 
capable managers are to be had at 
reasonable salaries. 

It is evident to any person who 
has made the slightest observation 
that we have in this country not doz- 
ens, but hundreds of strong, hardy 
men who are willing and anxious to 
work and at times find it difficult to 
get employment. Many of those men, 
located on homesteads, under trying 
djreumstances, jare sondeavoring tot 
make the necessary improvements ‘o 
obtain their -title. They .are obliged 
to work out in order to obtain money, 
provisions impliments and stock with 
which to improve their homesteads. 
If farming on a large scale were cat 
tied on more extensively, these men 
éould ‘get employment on such farms 
and would prefer it, but instead they 
are obliged to seek employment in 
railroad construction camps and the 
lumber camps of British Columbia. 
Apart from the. homesteaders and 
small farmers there is a host of able 
men who are not afraid te work and 
willing to take off their coats, as the 
Minister would have them, and work 
at farm labor. There is no searcitv 
of farm laborers or managers in this 
country, with the possible exception 
of a short time during harvesting. 

For the last two years I have seen 
throug this country, outside ot 
homesteaders and small farmers, 
crowds of men who were willing to 
work at farm labor, or in fact any 
labor. Indeed, he would be a wise 
statesman and one that would confer 
a lasting benefit on this country, who 
could devise some scheme by which 
employment could be obtained for 
men of this character. It has oc 
curred to me more than once that 
the solution to the prebica of obtain 
ing employment for the homesteader, 
the small farmer, the men who are 
willing and anxious to work, is the 
introduction into this country on a 
large scale of the farmer with capital 
and experience to direct the culti- 
vation of large areas of lana, This 
would open up another avenue of em 
ployment to the laborer, It~- would 
develop a larger portion of the agri 
cultural lands of which this country 
has abundance. It would give em- 
ployment to those men nearer their 
homes, and by example shown from 
the cultivation of those large farms 
homesteads and small farms would 
be improved, cultivation would be eXx- 
tended, and an enormous  venefit 
would accrue to the country . 

The benefit that would accrue would 
not be one-sided, It would not only 
benefit the country, the man of small 
holdings, and the man seeking em 
ployment, but it would benefit the 
man whe on a large scale invested 
his money in the lands, to a greater 
extent than any person. . 

Owing to the railroads being . ex- 
tended, lands which years ago were 
far removed from transportation are 
now contiguous to railroads. The 
country in growing grain and all 
kinds of farm products has passed 
the experimental stage. There is a 
good market for everything that is 
grown on the farm, The increase in 
the value of lands is annually going 
on and will continue as long as the 
returns from agriculture and cultiva- 
tion are on a paying basis. The big 
farmers of England need have no fear 
of investing their money and farm- 
ing the Canadian lands, Inasmeuh as 
for that class of farmers these new 
provinces afford an opportunity tor 
making large profits which is unex 
celled anywhere. J remain

A PLEA FOR CONSERVATION

Wm. Whyte Asks Canada to Note What Forest Wastefulness Means. 


—_— — 


In the July issue of the Canada] wrought, as against the personal gaia 


West, William Whyte, second - vice- 
president of the C.P.R., contributes 


an article entitled’ “The War Against] as may bé, to restore the 


Waste,” in which he urges the neo- 
essity of forest preservation in Canada 
A number of selections from Mr 
Whyte’s article are appended. The 
article as a whole should be read by 
all who are at all interested in this 
great cuestion. 
From Cape Breton to Virginia the 
original English settlers of America 
found themselves in a country of na 
tural opulence so great, especially it 
timber, water and soil that euch an 
eventually as exhaustion or even ap- 
preciable impairment never sugges 
ed itself. That was only three hun- 
* dred and fifty years ago—and less 
They came from a land where thriit 
ard care had been taught by centuries 
of experience, but the old ways were 
sooh forgotten, and never renewe 1. 
Until very lately, there was no un- 
, easiness, no economy. On the con- 
trary, a tremendous incoming swirl 
of humanity swept across the con- 
tinent after the eighteen-sixties, ar- 
ing with it the same recklessness, 
the same waste, s0 that forests have 
faded, streams have at some seassons 
washed bare the lands and at others 
left them parching. Iron and coal 
have shrunken to a known supply 


to the so-called lumber kings who 
caused it. To check it,, and insofar 
old con- 
ditions, the United States has been 
cbliged to come forward with the in- 
stitution of a eystem of dams ir the 
upper reaches of those rivers, to gov- 
ern their flow throughout the year. 
Reforestation and afforestation, bota 
slow processes, have begnn, and in 
time the evil will be corrected, so far 
as human skill may go. These are 
but two of many instances that might 
be cited. The maritime provinces of 
Canada could furnish others, though 
none so glaring. But an indication 
of the tendency in Canada is furnish- 
ed in the statement made by W. H. 
C. Grimmer surveyor-general of New 
Brunswick, at the annual meeting of 
the Canadian Forestry asso¢iation 
held in Toronto last February. Mr. 
Grimmer said then that timber limits 
in New Brunswick which in 1898 were 
rated at $8 per mile, were held in 
1908 at $200 to $500 per mile. Great 
Britain’s royal commission on coast 
erosion last year made @ survey (t 
the timber. resources of the world, 
more especially as bearing on the 
supply for the British market, which 
takes about £30,000,000 worth annual- 
ly. The commission’s investigat ons

Conservation Projects. 

The conference held at Washington 
in February by the United States, 
Canada and Mexico was the _ firs’ 
move towards what is hoped will be 
a world-wide system of conservation 
whereby may be preserved for each 
people the best it has for itse/f, and 
the most useful for others. The ques- 
tions and policies involved are strong- 
er than national boundary lines, s'nee 
neture knows nothing about such 
things, and her stores and streams 
underlie or cross them in such a way 
as to require treatment in the mass 
and by the centralized best judgment 
of all the peoples. This first move 
is therefore of continental scope, and 
is concerned directly with things that 
lie at the very base of the daily, in- 
divitual life and sustenance of every- 
one living between the two great seas. 
The governments will deal eventually 
with all resources of whatever kind 
but there are two so closely related 


that they are practically one, and m commendation 


that one rests more than on all «he 
others. I mean timber and water. 

== The Rate of Destruction. 

The United States has come to the 
edga of a period where distress is 
imminent, through utter improvid- 
ence and the indulgence of private 
and corporate rapacity in dealing 
with the natural water supply and 
stripping the earth of trees. Canada, 
with fess than a tenth of the popu 
lation but a greater superficial area 
has been gleefully toddling along or 
her own side of the fence, swinging 
her little axe and burning her little 
fires, just. like her big. sister, but 
without the plentitude of numer'cal 
power to do as yet more than initial 
harm. Here is where Canada may 
probably stop and see what the big 
sister has done with her resources 
and shape her own conduct in ways 
of righteousness, accordingly. The 
timbered area of what are now Cana- 
da and the United States was origin- 
ally about a billion and a quarter 
neros, Neary four Landred and fifty 
million acres have been stripped, 
practically all within the last fjfty 
years, mostly within the last thirty 
five. The rate of .lestruction has been 
very swift, It must be checked. 

Reforestation Necessary. 

The disturbance of those natural ar- 
rangements which worked out to a 
sevsonable equalization of water sup- 
ply changed the face of the immediate 
basins of the Mississippi and the 
Ohio.

cot OtlBIAN PRESIDENT RESIGNS 


Engendered Feeling Against Himself 
by Ignoring Party Traditions. 


Bogota, July 24—Vhe resignation of 
President Reyes was presented to the 
Colombian senate today and unanim- 
ously avéepted. August 3 was fixed as 
the date for the election of his sne- 
cessor to finish the constitutional per- 
iod which ends August 7, 1910. 

Reyes succeeded Marroquin ae pre. 
sident by election in January, 1905: 
Although formerly identified with the 
Conservative or elerical party, Reyes 
adopted some of the principles of the 
Liberals, which aroused the bitter 
feeling ot the Conservatives, Hir 
most radical departure from the poli- 
cies of his predecessors were the sep 
aration of church and state and the 
establishment of capital punishment 
for treason,which previously had been 
lightly dealt with. The support given 
by Reyes to the United States-Pana- 
maColombia treaty was partly res- 
ponsible for the feeling against him. 
He went to Europe last month and 
soon afterward a revolution broke out, 
but it was short lived. 


Ban on Betting in Japan. 


St. Petersburg, July 28—On account 
of the ban on betting in Japan, many 
Japanese race followers have fled to 
the Vladivostock track. The anti- 
gambling crusade which swept over 
Japan last year closed 16 tracks and 
lett hundreds of horse owners strand- 
ed An effort was made by the race 
track element to induce the Japanese 
government to again permit betting 
on the tracks, but Premier Dateura 
held firm.

KLONDYKE MARKET GARDEN 


Three miles out from Edmonton on 
the trail to the packing plant is the 
Klondyke Garden, operated by J. B. 
Forichett and F. Federicksen. The 
garden which comprises about tea 
acres "devoted largesy to the growing 
of all sorts of vegctables is called tne 
Klondyke Garden because it is a sort 
of gold mine\for the owners and be- 
cause the partners are old Klondyk- 
ers who went into Dawson with the 
gold rush from California in 1898. 
Not finding gold seeking highly re- 
munerative they turned &o gardening 
on the river bottoms near Dawson un- 
til twe years ago when they came to 
Edmonton and opened up a sort 
vegetable supply house for the lead 
ing hotels, restaurants and boarding 
houses of this city. 

Last evening a Bulletin representa- 
tive saw several wagon loads of car- 
rots, beets, turnips, celery, onions, 
leituce, cauliflowers, radishes, swiss 
chard and Kolraj, looking clean and 
fresh for the Edmontos market. This 
was #ll brought in at six o'clock tnis 
morning and distributed before we 
city was astir, For several weeks the 
trip has been made every other day 
and will continue until the vegetable 
season js over,

London, July 28.—There i a most 
fascinating colleétion of antiquities 
tound by the officers of the Egypt 
Exploration Fund now on view at

Among the finds 1s a unique bow! 
with four bippopotami on the rim, a 
triumph of pottery work for ‘the per- 
iod. The animals are  beautifally 
moulded, and are In a wonderful 
state of preservation. Yet the bowl 
was made néarly 7,000 years ago. 
There are beads~in plenty, a few of 
gold and silver, scome of amber, and 
many of carnelian. One Jong string 
of the last named would be quite 
fashionable now. ‘From the grave 
of a hunter were taken several weap- 
ons, mostly of stone and flint, but 
also a copper harpoon; which is of 
the greatest interest. A clay gaming 
board with eighteen uares and 
twelve men shows that “draughts” ia 
a very ancient institution .
